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WILL BE NO DEBATE 


Baptist Convention Will Vote on 


Temperance Resolution With- 


out Discussion. 


DETAILS OF TODAY'S SESSION 


By the adoption of a resolution 


just before the adjournment at noon 
today 
the Baptist 
state 
conven- 


tion headed off what promised to be 
a somewhat prolonged, heated and 
perhaps acrimonious debate when the 
report of the committee on resolu- 
tions is presented^ The convention 
decided to vote upon the temperance 
question when it shall be reported by 
the resolutions committee without de- 
bate. 


The motion to do this was offered 


by Secretary Neighbor, who stated 
that he did so in the interest of har- 
mony. 
Ever since the introduction 


of Rev. Faulk's resolution Wednes- 
day condemning President McKinley 
for the continuance of the army can- 
teen and 
declaring it the duty of 


every man to vote only for candidates 
pledged against the 
liquor traffic, 


there has been an intense interest in 
the report of the committee. Several 
times this morning questions were 
asked concerning 
the time it was 


likely to report, and a number of mo- 
tions attempted to fix the time for the 
hearing of the report. 


When Rev. Neighbor's motion to 


vote on the temperance matter with- 
out debate was presented, Rev. Fault, 
of Morocco, opposed it vigorously, 
and expressed the opinion that it 
seemed to him more like political 
trickery and gag rule than anything 
he had seen in a Baptist convention 
for years. 
His remarks created a 


profound sensation, and immediately 
after the adoption of the motion the 
adjournment was taken. 


THURSDAY MORNING. 


Rev. A. W. Runyan, of Crawfords- 


ville, gave the scripture reading at 
the opening of this morning's ses- 
sion and prayer was offered by Rev. 
Faulk, of Morocco. 


Rev. Henson moved the appoint- 


ment of a committee to devise plans 
for keeping trace of and retaining 
the membership of those who remove 
from one town to another, and the 
chair appointed as such 
committee 


Rev. L. L. Henson, Rev. T. C. Smith, 
of Alexandria, and Rev. A. Parker, 
of Delphi. 


Rev. C. M. Carter, of Muncie, was 


appointed to make the 
address of 


welcome to the new pastors who have 
come into the state since the last 


Huffman. 
It notes that during the 


past year the Lord has been very 
gracious. The board had hoped that 
within the present convention year 
practically all the churches would 
sustain Sunday schools, but the hope 
has not been fully realized. While 
some new schools were organized, 
the number of churches not sustain- 
ing schools has slightly increased. 


Sunday School Conventions.—The 


usml series of Sunday school conven- 
tions was held this spring, with a 
fair degree of enthusiasm in a por- 
tion, but in others the interest was 
not fully up to what it should have 
been. 
Earnest heed to 
convention 


work was urged. 


Mission Schools.—While we are not 


yet fully alive to this much needed 
work, we are making progress and an 
advance each year, though small, is 
encouraging1. 
So far 
as reported 


there are 78 mission schools in oper- 
ation and that means batwesn 3,000 
and 4,000 persons under direct Bible 
instruction who would not otherwise 
be so.

Although the French govern- 
ment is anxious to receive the reply 
of Japan, in view of the importance 
of the role Japan is entitled to play 
in the Chinese question, the French 
note has so far cleared the ground 
and the result is considered so sat- 
isfactory that M. Belcasse has in-

It is shown by the official 
sum- 


maries that the receipts of the post- 
office department, which were about 
$95,000,000 for the fiscal year 1899, 
are $102,500,000 for the last fiscal 
year. The gain in the postal receipts 
during the past ten years is some- 
thing phenomenal. In 1890 they 
were $60,880,000, and for three years 
thereafter the 
increase was 
just 


about $5,000,000 
each year. 
The 


effect of 1894 and 1895 was to hold 
this revenue stationary at about $75,- 
000,000. For 1896 and 1897 there 
was an increase to about $82,500,- 
000, and since then the increase has 
kept close to an average of $7,000,- 
000 in each year, The fact that the 
postal revenue has passed the $100,- 
000,000 mark is accompanied by the 
other characteristic feature that, not- 
withstanding the gain in gross re- 
ceipts, the revenues 
have not yet 


caught up with expenditures. It is 
to be recognized that the deficiency 
is smaller than it was ten years ago, 
which is some comfort. 
But consid- 


ering- the well established fact that 
the correction of one or two notor- 
ious leaks in the system would con- 
vert the present small deficiency into 
a large surplus and permit the alter- 
native of a reduction in the most 
profitable postal rates, there is still 
room for improvement. 


It is doubtless -a great relief to 


many republicans and it is a source 
of no surprise to democrats that ex-

parture from Tight principles" as de- 
fined in the constitution. 
No one 


will doubt th'at 'he speaks the truth, 
and here many good men will divide 
from the ex-president, believing that 
any grave departure from right con- 
stitutional principles is the climax of 
dangerous .policies. 
General Harri- 


son believes that the gold standard 
and the courts are of first concern. 
Other men believe any menace to the 
supremacy of the constitution is 
chiefest of dangers. 
That's the dif- 


ference. 
But 
General 
Harrison's 


statement is rather more striking for 
what it does not s-ay than, for what 
it does, 
He does not mention the 


subject of a colonial policy contem- 
plating dependencies governed out- 
side the constitution just a-s Porto 
Btico is. 
He ignores the question of 


the trusts, though he -might have al- 
layed much republican anxiety by 
even the slightest worti in palliation 
of the trust theory. 
However, Gen- 


eral Harrison's letter was designed

He says that the 
reports of serious Boxers' uprisings 
in the south of China are not correct, 
and are set afloat with a view to cre- 
ating the impression on this side of 
the water that grave dangers exisfc 
which call for a military campaign 
by the 'allies.

dawn this morning, ntarchied to the 
Beaver Meadow colliery of Coxe Bros. 
& Co., which had been kept in steady 
operation since the inauguration of 
the strike, then 
came around, to 


Cuyle's s trippings, east of the city, 
and from the atripipings iriarched 
right imto the heart of Haselton. This 
was the first time since the strike 
began that the town was invaded by 
marchers. 
The para'de dispersed in 


this city and the men returned to 
their homes. 
Several women were 


in the -crowd, 


It was feared when the m'archers 


zdached Cuyle's stripping^ that there 
would be trouble, but no violence 
was attempted. 
Many of the strik- 


ers were loud in their denunciation 
of the special policemen stationed 
near the place, but no disturbance 
occurred. 


The march from MoAdoo to Beaver 


Meadow w*as without incident. 
The 


strikers reached Beaver Meadow, 
which is 0ast of McAftoo, at about 6 
o'clock and had the colliery been in 
operation they would have attempted 
to close it down. 


Owing, however, to tthe trouble yes- 


terday at Oneida, which la also op- 
elated by Cose Bros, & Co., work at 
Beaver Meadow and at the other col- 
lieries of the firm with the excep 
tion of Drifton, wa# ordered sus- 
pended until the strike Was over,

Mr. Bryan ei'ther 'does know or 
ou'g-ht to know not only that the 
statements quoted above are un- 
true, but 'tflia't there is not one 
cbadow of justification for them.

If Mr. Bryai will take 'the trouble

<?ame into power the army has bean 
used against the Spaniard, the Tag- 
alog bandit and the Chinese 'boxer. 
These and 'their kind aire the only 
people who need ever fear it, and 
it is -only tlieir sympathizers who 
have justinoaticn in denouncing it. 
To raise 'a -hue 'and cry of war on 
imaginary conspiracy among the 
ju«itic&3 of the peace, the sheriffs 
and constables to overthrow our 
liberties would not be one particle 
morre absurd th'an to prentend to 
consider our little army as a men- 
ace to our liberties. 
There is no 


'true patriot in the country who 
ought not to be indignant at, and 
yet there is no man of good sense 
who ought net to laugh at the ef- 
forts to persuade seventy-five mil- 
lions of people 
or any fraction 


thereof, that -of sixty-five thousand 
regular troops, almost all cf 'jhein 
employed i,\ far-away islaads, on 
Indian rsservations, or in the coast 
fortresses, could under any con- 
ceivable circumstances be a menace 
in this country. 


It is very hard to believe in tlie 


sincerity of such an 
argument 


•about the army. 
It is equally dif- 


ficult 'to believe in the sincerity of 
the Bryonlzod democracy about 
trusts. 
Mr. 
Bryan's 
manager, 


Chairman Jones, of the democratic 
national committee, is reported to 
be one of the stockholders in the 
cotton bale tms't. 
I kno-w noth- 


ing as to whether that trust is 
goo'd or bad. 
What I am con- 


cerned with is the hypocracy of de- 
iiDiiaicing trusts and at the same 
'time -buying mstfibership in them. 


Ei'ther position nray be unwise. 


•It may be improper, but when tooth 
positions are taken together, then 
•both must be improper. 
This is 


exactly the oato with ffche ics trust 
in New York. 
Person-ally, I be- 


lieve that the ice trust is a bad 
one, but I have no question that 
many men went into it simply as 
they would have gon-e into any 
other corporation and whether it is 
Jegal or not we cannot say until 
the courts have decided. 
The im- 


portant fact is the striking light 
it casts upon the insincerity of the 
democratic ptatfty leaders in New 
York, great and small, who 


of it, em$oy*d 'bbe best legal talent 
•to avoii its disteolustion, an'd yet 
with an effrontery absolutely as- 
tounding aoid which deprives hou- 
cst men of a shadow of justifica- 
tion for supporting them, .actually

with maney and ignored questions ) 
concerning human rights.** 
As a ' 


matter of fact it is his own party, ! 
'and only his own party, which is ] 
thus ignoring human rights, and j 
he himself has no right to speak I 
of .these rights at all until h*e is 
willing 
fto den-ounce the wrongs 


done to the black man in North 
Carolina, 'and with at least the fer- 
vor 'that he uses in denouncing the 
wholly imaginary wrongs 'done to 
the brown mam in the Philippines. 
To ignore the wrong committed at 
home while denouncing the imag- 
inary wrong committed upon a foe 
in arms, is unworthy of any m-an 
whose loyalty to the cause of hu- 
man rights is of the heart -and not 
of the lips. 


"When I rc'ad utterances of Mr. 


Bryan such as these which I have 
qucted above, I feel indeed that we 
have a right to appeal not merely 
to republicans, but to all good citi- 
zens, to all Americans who love 
the honor of their flag and who 
prize that orderly liberty under

It is shown by the official 
Kinn- 


inr.iies that the receipts of the post' 
otiice department, which were nbout 
$95,000,000 for the flsc.il year 1899, 
ire $102,500,000 for the last fiscal 
yenr. The gain in the postal receipts 
liming the past ten years is some- 
tiling' phenomenal. 
In 1890 they 


were 500,880,000, and for three years 
thereafter the 
increase 
was 
just 


about If5,000,000 
each year. 
The 


effect of 1894 and 1895 was to hold 
this revenue stationary at about $75.- 
000.000. For 1806 and 1807 there 
was an increase to about i?8y,!iOO,- 
000, mid since then the inc:ea£e lias 
kept close to an average of 37,000.- 
000 in each year. The fact that tho 
posta'l revenue has passed the $100,- 
000,000 mark is accompanied by the 
other characteristic feature that, not- 
withstanding the gain in gross re- 
ceipts, the revenues 
have not: yet 


caught up with expenditures. 
It is 


to be recognized that the deficiency 
is smaller than it \vas ten years ago 
which is sonic comfort. 
But consid- 


ering the well established fact that 
the correction of one or two notor- 
ious leaks in the systsm would con- 
vert the present small deficiency into 
a large surplus and permit the alter- 
native of a reduction 
in the most 


profitable postal rates, there ia still 
room for improvement.
